One of the main factors 
which hindered the decision was the 
fact that ranchers objected to ~the} 
new lemon house being near their| 
groves in the big lemon district ‘to 
the west and north of town where 
the Lemon Growers were desirous of 
on a P, B, 


erecting a house spur 
track. 
The site problem has now been 


solved and the purchase of the Bar- 
low grove, just south of the Santa 
Fe and opposite the present big 
house, has been made and when the 
new house is erected it will be on 
this property. Whether it will be 
erected now or later will be decided 
today by the members of the associa- 
tion. With the completion of the 
new house this city can boast the 
largest lemon storing, packing and 
shipping plant in the world. 


In the annual report of L. R. Brad- 
ley, manager ef the Lemon Growers 
Exchange, he says as follows: 

“As to volume this has been our 
banner year, having shipped 621 cars 
of 400 boxes to the car. This is 
double the capacity of the house. 

“During the month of April alone 
we received 118 cars or an average 
of almost five cars a day. For three 
months we were forced to run nighi 
and day crews in order to receive and 
wash the fruft; Aside from having 
the’ north house and north porch 
stacked. to capacity, we stored 35 
cars outside of this house. The ex-

CABLE CODE OF ‘NATIONS 

It is announced by the London 
Times that the Marconi international 
cable-code, being published in parts 
of the United States and Great Brit- 
ain as rapidly as completed, * wil, 
for the first time in history, permit 
people of nine languages intelligibly 
to. communicate with each other 
without need of translation. The lan- 
guages to which the code is adapt- 
able are English, French, Spanish, 
Portuguese, Italian, German, Dutch, 
Japanese and Russian. ‘Since the 
code includes phrases of commeraee, 
jaw and finance likely to be used 
however. technical, it wifl be very 
voluminous, and will, for practical 
purposes, far surpass Esperanto or 
any other artificial language for in- 
teynational use. The code words will

It is 
said that hundreds of business ex- 
perts° and linguists have been en- 
gaged for three years in preparation 
of the Gode, and it has been called 
“the concentrated essence of a life- 
time of code study and compilation.”

“FLYING FORECAST”

The need of the service was tem- 
onstrated a few weeks ago when 8 
fleet of military airmen undertook 
an extended flight without securing 
a forecast of the weather and, in 
consequence, ran into a storm that 
caused considerable damage. This 
experiment was responsible in part, 
at least,.for the suggestion that the 
weather bureau supply forecasts in 
the special manner indicated. 

This latest activity of the weather 
bureau is in effect a nation-wide ex- 
teggion of the forecast service insti- 
tuted more than a year ago,. when 
aiypcraft began carrying mail between 
large cities.
